( from the Word ) in Principl: not fix's ( becauſe to its fixing it 
ptrercquired a Condirion on Man's parc to be performed ) And 
Their Glory ( from the Spirit) which ſhould have fixed Grace 
and conſummated Nature, in Defigne onely; which we have 
made the Line to ſay, in that it comes not home, becauſe the 


Energie it ſelf could not be atrained; but upon perſeverance : And 
| this 
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this gives us the like real/ground of the poſubility of reſtoring thi 
Race, ifthey ſhould Fall, becauſetheir Conſtirn;ion was notin their 
Creation conſummate. 

Thelnhibition hath no Energericallline terminating on it, be- 
cauſe not convoying any thing to b#5 nature, bur onely as of” 
Poſitive Precepr, a Negative Law, laying hold on him, as from 
the Lord and Soveraigne of þz5 Perſon, 

Nor hath the Fall any, Itbeing his Defe&ion from the God of 
Nature, by his breach of the Coverarr of Nature,and his Rebellion 
again5} the Soveraigne ot b1s Perſon, by his tranſgrciſion of the 
Law: yetthe Conjrequims thcreot,being proportioned to his con- 
ſtitution by the Erergzes { to wit, his Nature forfeited into the 
hands of the Creator, from whom it derived is conStitn- 
fon; his Grace in Principle, the Energie, from the Word, 
Witharaws ; becauſe ( the condition unperformed )nor fix't; And 
his Glory in de(igne, from the Spirit, come ſhort of, becauſe He 
perſevered not ) miniſter unto usthe reall ground, why the FuStice 
of the Creator onely remainethto be ſatisfied, and mankinde, is ihe 
Protoplaſt,delinquent to {im alcre.. 

But that che Juſtice of che Creator might be ſatisfied, order of 
of nature requireth, that Itfirſt bejuſpended: And rhat Sujpenfion 
muſt as neccflarily precedethe Reſtauratios in Decree as ſatis fa- 
Eon made good mult precede the Aftwall Reſtauration, 

And here we arecaſtupon diſquifition, How Mankindeinthe 
fr& 4damſhalltorthe preſent be reſcued fromthe Threat, now a 
ſentence? And bow rlie FuStice may be ſuperſeded, for the making 
way unto Redemption and Re(taurationto enſue ? 

And this we are neccſlitatcd unto, that we may make upthe 
Chaſme or Hiatue in the Primitive and firſt Truths, betwixt the 
State of Nature, under the Guiis upon breach of Covenart, and 
Tranſgreſiicn by the Fall, with the Sen:ence rhercupon; And rhe 
Redemption from that Juſtice of the Creator, and Reſiauration of 
the Race by another Covenant, 4 Coveranr of Grace, 

For though, from the corſtirution of rlits ſecond Race, we have 
diſcovered and evidenced, that by the wiſedom of God it was 
provided, that their Lapſe, if it ſhould become atinal!, ſhould 
not put them beyond the poſſibility of Reſtoring, yet muſi tl;at in - 
curred Sentence, be revers'das to the delinquent, andthat Juſtice 
ſtopt; which we cannot referre cither tothe Soveraigne Love of 
the Creator, with ſome; or ro His /overaigne Beneplacit, or 
ſoveraigne-

quiſition found, and do give anorber expedient, which we call The 
mterpellation of che Eternall Word ( fo the Line ſpeaks it,) God 
of God(thar is) GodrheWord( the ſecond Subſiſtencie ) of God 
in Eſſence (not C hriſt, the Word Incarnate, which was the Per- 
ſon of the Mediator ) interpoſing himſelf; Andthis putting himſelf 
inthe Gap, was His th Word's work /olitarily , A Reſcue upon 
his ſelf worth, 

And this, beſides the ſalving of that Croſling of the Attri- 
butes,givesus in conſequence 

Firſt, A Plumbe-Line,by which we ſound and fathomeinthe 
after Capitulation, the depth of the wiſedom of the Creator, in 
tran/mirting(not diſanulling ) tbe Curſe, in delivering ( not abſol- 
ving,) tbe denquent ; andby that mortality (introduced upon the 
Tempration and Fall )deſtroying rhe Enrmy himſelf;and diſcover 
the Bottom upon which the ſubmiſſion of God the Word, is alſo 
grounded, for making /ari5 faction unto that Fuſtice, becauſe from 
{ he re/eued mankinde, 

Secondly, It reacheth unto us a Zacob's-ſtaff, whereby we

T h1s Head, thus diſcover'd, will be Fruitfull for the eviden- 
cing of many o:ber particulars, which havetheir fir/# Root in it, 
which we do at preſent prerermit, not willing to anticipate our 
ſelves in our Jarger compleat Prodromus, nor in our after larger 
work.
